MILES' FULlT~STATEMENT. 


lluclie* the Argument On lift* Side of 


the Case* 


New York, Srpt. S.—General Miles, on 
iis arrival on the Obdam, gave out a 
»ng statement written by himself, in 
which hp says that the war was con- 
ducted largely aa the commander stated 
at the beginning that it would be, and 
that the plan issued by him sought 
to accomplish results with the least 
)ossible loss of life 
He quotes an in- 


terview with himself given In the latter 
:>art of'May in which he opposed an ad- 
ance upon the city of Havana, and lie 


then gives an extract from an army 
order issued by him early In the war 
to th*1 effect that every officer, so far 
as was in his power, should guard and 
preserve the health and welfare of those 
inder his chaige. 


The general says that when called 


upon to submit a plan of campaign he 
did so, and, put it in writing. He took 
the stand that the Cubans should be 
equipped and enabled to harrass the 
Spanish forces. 
He then contemplated 


a movement against Havana, but the 
appearance of C«rvera*e 'fled changed 
the conditions and made it necessary 
to mov& a military force to that point at 
onco. 
The general says that while at 


Tampa he organized the expedition and 
requested 
permission to accompany 


it, hut this permission was not granted, 
Authority was granted to equip a see-* 
ond expedition "for movement and 
operation against the enemy in Cuba 
and Porto Rico." 
Before this expedi- 


tion was equipped, calls were made for 
additional forces to go to Santiago, and 
they were immediately forwarded. 
| 


On July 3, General: Shafter telegraphed j 


that his lasses had been underestimated; j 
that he hud met with stronger resistance 
than anticipated; that he wfis consider- 
ing the advisabillty'of falling back, and 
that he had been unable to be up dur- 
ing the heat for four days. 
General 


Miles telegraphed Shafter that he would 
be with him in a week with reinforce- 
ments, taking the troops ordered by 
the president to operate against the 
enemy In Cuba as Well as in Porto Rico. 
Under verbal Instructions of the presi- 
dent, General Miles says he was di- 
rected to go wherever hts presence was 
required, and to give 6uch directions as 
In his opinion werft best for the army 
and the government. 
The statement 


given out by General Miles says that any 
pretense that he went to Santiago dis- 
robed of his authority or official capacity 
is too childish to be considered by sen- 
sible men. 
From the moment he ar- 


rived at Santiago he was responsible for 
what might occur. 


General Miles calls attention to a dis- 


patch sent him by the secretary of war 
telling him the terms upon which he 
was authorized to accept the Spanish 
general's surrender, and says: 
"This 


does not look as If General Miles was 
there as a visitor." 
He then reviews 


the events in connection with the sur- 
render of Santiago and following it, 
saying: 


"The place of landing of the Porto 


Rlcan expedition had been so thoroughly 
Advertised !n communications sent over 
the French cable and In the newspapers 
of our own country, and telegraphed to 
Madrid and from there to San Juan, 
that not having received the necessary 
appliances with which to disembark, he 
decided' after leaving the Windward 
passage to change his course and land 
on the south side of Porto Rico,,where 
the Spaniards were the least prepared 
and the least expecting to receive him, 
and where he knew that the disembarka- 
tion of the troops and supplies could b* 
most easily effected. From the time of 
that disembarkation, during the follow- 
ing 19 day? of the campaign, he kept th* 
Spaniards gueealng what the next move 
woulU he. Whnn they withdrew along 
the line of the great military road be- 
tween Ponce and San Juan, they de- 
stroyed the bridge, obstructed the roads 
nnd fortified strong positions in th* 
mountain passage, and then were sur- 
prised that one column of his .army 
,Was sweeping around the west end of 
the Island, capturing the principal cities 
and towiiM, while another had paiied 
over the mountains on the trail which 
the Spaniards had supposed Impassable, 
and therefore had not fortified or guard- 
ed; and the flrst they knew of the march 
of the American army was tfco appear- 
ance of a gtronff brigade within 20 mflea 
pf the northern coast at the terminus of 
tin* railrond rannettlnK 8:in Juan with 
ArerUm, 


"The 
Island of Porto Rico won fairly 


wr,n by tho right of conquest, and be- 
come* a part of the United State*. The 
sentiment r,f th> OROple waato no »n«i 


outraged by the invaders, but on the 
contrary was pucce^i-fully propitiated. A 
people Who have endured the severit;* of 
Spanish rule for four centuries hail with 
joy the protection of the great republic. 
One of the richest sections of the coun- 
try over which our flag now floats has 
been added and will be of lasting value 
to our nation, politically, commercially 
and from a military or strategic point of 
view. Possession of that island has also 
rendered any further resistance of the 
Spanish forces in Cuba hopeless, and 
General Miles firmly believes that by 
fair and just treatment the people of 
Cuba can be easily controlled, either as 
a friendly ally and neighbor, or to be- 
come a part of bur own country as the 
people of Porto Rico. 


"General Miles remained in Porto 


Rico as Ipng as he deemed his presence 
necessary for carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the president, and now returns 
to the United States, bringing with him 
nearly 5000 troops who are no longer re- 
quired there, leaving some 12,000 still re- 
maining, amply sufficient for all pur- 
poses. He returns at onre to "Washing- 
ton, where he believes he can be most 
useful, as he considers the most import- 
ant tieed qf the hour now to be the Im- 
mediate reduction of wa*1 expends and 
the return of as large a portion of those 
4n the military service as possible to 
their former occupations, where they 
are most needed." 


"It Is true," said the generaHo on In- 


terviewer, "that I requested of the wai 
department that the troops be allowed 


(to march through New York city. I 
never Intended to parade myself, as I 
shall go to Washington In a few days, 
and would not be here at the time of 
the contemplated parade. I'asked that 
the Wisconsin men aboa'-d the ObJlam 
be permitted to stay In this vicinity foi 
a day or two, to give them a Chance to 
see the city. It would do no harm to let 
these western boys g-et a glimpse 6f New 
York. Surely they merit It. '^Many of 
them, I think,'Have never seen the city 
and perhaps will never have another op- 
portunity to see 'It. 


"To my flrst request, namely that my- 


troops be permitted to camp hereabouts, 
in the neighborhood of Brooklyn heights, 
And that they "be allowed to parade, 1 
,have received no reply. To my second 
request, I received a reply at quarantine

Cannot Spare All or Them. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—Yesterday ths 


president sent for Secretary Alger and 
Adjutant General Corbin, and also for 
a list of the volunteer organizations 
which have not been mustered out.

Homesickness Appears to Be the Chief Com- 


plaint of Volunteers. 


Washington, Sept. 8—Secretary Al- 


ger is putting his affaira in shape to ad- 
mit of his absence from Washington 
on a tour of inspection of the army 
camps throrghout the country-^ 'He will 
go first to Camp Meade, Par, and thence 
to Detroit. 
The secretary now feels, 


free to express views entertained by the 
president and himself respecting the 
plans for the treatment of the soldiers 
and touching- the persons upon whom 
the responsibility should be placed foi 
some of the matters of complaint. 


In this connection he says: "The reg- 


iments that have been ordered mustered 
out will be mustered out; the regiment* 
that have been designated by the presi- 
dent to remain In the service will have 
to remain. 
As soon as we have mus- 


tered out 100,000 more or less, we shall 
reorganize-the army—every brigade, di- 
vision and corps—and put them into 
comfortable camps until such of them 
as are needed are withdrawn for service 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
The men composing the army will be 
treated as soldiers. 
The officers com- 


manding1 regiments and companies will 
be held strictly accountable for the 
sanitary condition of the camps. Dur- 
ing the war many of thete officers dis- 
regarded the specific instructions that 
had been given looking to the proper 
care of their men. 
Now it is time for 


them to take this work upon themselves. 
Where men are incompetent to dis- 
charge these duties they must give way 
to competent men. 


"Now 
a word as to the feeding of the 


troops. 
The army ration is all that 


is necespary for a soldier. 
I hope that 


there will be less tood given to the men 
from outside sources. The dainties are 
of no real help, and only tend to breed 
dissatisfaction 
where they do not 


actually destroy the health of the men. 
The army ration is a sound, healthful 
diet. 
The principal difficulty we have 


to contend with fe the recklessness of 
youth. 
In tbe vigor of sound health 


the young men\ who went to makp up1 our 
army could not be Induced to take proper 
cure of themselves. 


"When a regiment is designated to 


be muslerett out no further appeals will 
be allowed to* Influence the department 
to change Its program. That order Is 
going to be strtetly observed until the 
president decides that 1?» can make a 
further reduction In the army. 
When 


such reduction 16 made there will be no 
discrimination in releasing the troops. 


"Tho ffrpat complaint of the soldiers 


Is homesickness, and a great deal of 
this has been caused by th* inconsid- 
erate publications in the 
sensational 


newspapers. 
Some 6t it is also charge* 


able to the fact that the men entered 
the army with the expectation that their 
services would be very short. 
Every 


experienced officer knows that a great 
many men died of homesickness. Pol 
lowing the depression that ensues upon 
homesickness come other maladies to 
which the homesick soldier falls an easy 
victim. 
The American people should 


try to brace up these men; to encourage 
them afcd cause them to remember that 
thev are soldiers and aro expected to 
meet a soldier's duty. Some of the com- 
plaints that have been published are cal- 
culated to make tfie American army ap- 
pear in a poor light to the eyes of th< 
American people and also to those of the 
nations of the world."

Wire Em\"v»»»i«d by Time. 


"The telegraph has got bank to where it 


started as a scitmco nnd revolutionized the 
world,"explained a prominent telegraph 
line constructor, "in tho matter of copper 
^!re. In all of tho experiments nrndo by 
Professor Morse, the inventor, as well as 
those by Professor Henry, who eo ably sec- 
onded him in developing the science, cop- 
per wire was used. Tho clay following the 
Bending of tho original meesuge between 
this city and Baltimore, 'What God hath 
wrought,'the wires broke down, and for 
fcomo weeks there wea no coraiminicf 
in an electrical way at least. Contraction 
and oipacsien Imd not been provided for, 
and as a result down fell the wires, 


"All kinds of excuses werrniadoand all 


kinds of methods wore use,d to keep tho 
wires in working order, but they wero not 
gratifymply hut'ccsgfnl. 
Tliuiesult of the 


investigations then in ado was that iron 
wire WHS the most, Tollable, taking all tho 


3Uinst!inct!b nnd conditions of temper- 


ature into con&idi.rntion, and iron wire 
supplanted tho capper wire, imtwithstand 
ing tljo protest of Mqiso. One of the 
greatest dlfticulticb in the use of iron wire 
was the rapidity w ith which it wns cut by 
rusting, 
In 15 years or so this was ran: 


edled by tho pracusb of galvanizing the 
wire, which gave it twice or throe times 
its life by preserving the wire from oxida- 
tion." When the telephone came into extensive 
use, oven more difficulty was experienced 
with Iron wire. Of course every one knew 
Iron wire was not as good a conductor as 
copper, but those who had studied the 
matter also knew that copper wire would 
more easily break in consequence of the 
contractions produced by tho changes la 
temperature. The only thing remaining 
to be dono was to make a copper wire 
which would not t)o so aonsitivo to the 
weuthgr.

day all tho trunk Itaca for telephones are 
copper, without whlon long distance tele- 
phoning would be impracticable, as iron 
wires coufcl not fee lucd for any extended 
dFfitances."—WasfctnSfifln Star.

WOODEN MEAT SKEWERS. 


Bfad« In Great Variety and 


mous Numbera. 


Wooden meat skewers are made almost 


exclusively of hiukory, ayd, like many oth 
er manufactures of wood, they are made1 
in factories located in proximity to the 
forests whunoe tho wood of which they are 
rtmdo is taken. Wooden skewers are mojde 
mssbly in fehe west. They are produced in 
gre^t numbers iu Tennessee and Ohio. 


itickory skewers are made iu various 


lengths—4>£, &>£, d and 7 inches and up 
to giant sk6~w«rs Itt Inches long, and nil 
but tho *X in_ch akower, which is made of 
a gauge or diameter of five-thirty-seconds 
of an inch, are made in two or more 
gauges. Thus the 6 inch skewer ifc made 
in gauges of seven-thirty-seconde, fifteen- 
sixty-fourths and four sixteenths of an 
inch. So that, simple a thing as a meat 
e&ewer may aoem to bo, it IB in reality an 
article that U made in largo variety. 


The skewers are made wholly by machin- 


ery and are 4old very cheap. They are put 
up in bundles that vary in the number of 
skewers contained, according to the size of 
the skewers, and they are packtd in cases 
that vary likewise. Thus the smallest 
'sliewi.ru ore put up 250 in a bundle and 
80,000 in a caso. Of 8 inch gkewers, six- 
eixtcenths gauge, there are packed 9,600 
in a ease and so on. Skewers are used for 
other purposes than skewering .meat to- 
gether. Great numbers of the smallest 
•ize aro ased in markets in tagging metife 
for delivery. Many larger skewers are 
used in securing bagging put around quar- 
ters of beef for transportation. 


Skewers of tbe smaller sizes are those 


most used. 
Tbe total consumption of 


§kewers in this country amounts to bil- 
lions annually. Largo numbers of Amer- 
ican skewers are exported, the greater 
number of those exported being of the 
larger sizes. 
\Ve send hickory skewers to 


England, South Africa, South America 
and Australia.—New Tork Sun.

Keeping the Flag In Order. 


A patch on a flag always shows. It 


j can't be helped. It makes a doable 
! thickness of material around the edges, 
' anyway, and held nto agaiust the light, 


as a flag always is, tho double thickness 
shows by contrast with tho single thick- 
ness of material around it, through 
which the light penetrates more easily. 


Whipping in the -wind, a flag will 


fray at the ends, and often it is necog- 
sary, if th« flag is kept in order, to put 
in a piece here and there at the end of 
a stripe. Sometimes a whole new stripe 
is put in. These pieces or stripes with 
their bright newness of color may make 
a contrast to the dimmer old stripes, 
but it is a contrast that shows thought 
bestowed upon the flag and a desire t<* 
keep it floating. 


Another way of putting in order a 


flag that has whipped itself into a fray- 
ed condition at the end is to cut the 
flag off back to where the material is 
sound, which, however, is not often 
done. A flag .thus curtailed, with the 
blue field of disproportionate size, pro- 
duces a curious chubby effect.—New 
York Sun.

New York, Sept. 8.—A. gu*t of wind 


that preceded a thunder storm blew 
down the iron superstructure of a new 
pier at the f«ot of West Twelfth street 
instantly killing Samuel Patterson and 
injuring 10 others, one of whom, James 
•Leonard, afterwards died. There were 
90 men at work at the time. The beams 
;and girders were up and the roof, which 
$vas also of iron, was on'. When the 
•storm loomed up from the southwest a. 
tremendous blast of wind runbed' in un- 
der the Iron superstructure and, fairly 
lifting it from the pier, allowed it to drop 
again in a mass of twiat#d and fnarled 
debris, burying the men under it.

squadron?" General Weylsr asked hotly.

General Weyler strongly condemned the 
secret session of the cortes and con- 
cluded Ms speech as follows:

Thereupon the Republicans and Conser- 
vatives vehemently" protested, and, amid 
an indescribable Qonfusfon, the door- 
keepers cleared the galleries of spec- 
tators, the deputies in the meantiim 
shouting uproariously. 


A resolution signed by all the Repub- 


,Iican Deputies was submitted to th< 
chamber, declaring the government re- 
sponsible first, for lack of the necessary 
energy in prosecuting the war; second, 
for accepting a ghnmeful peace; and 
third, for violating the constitution. 


The moment the president of the cham- 


ber ordered the doors closed, Mr. Sal- 
jneron cjfied out: "I solemnly promise 
ithe country that the Republicans will 
publish all the deliberations of the se- 
cret sittings, for we are determined to 
violate the eecregy which the govern- 
ment Imposes." 


Ultimately the Republican and Carl 1st

If I do not

Inasntucb as tbo J*ntssiau onibassmlor left 
Paris several days before tbo declaration 
of war by Franco and as tbo order for 
mobilizing wont out from Berlin while 
public pottoo.wasyot maintained, there wua 
no need to break Von Moltko'B slumber 
to toll him what bo know In daylight. 


Franoo decided on war July 15, but tho 


fonniil notification to tlmt effect; was not 
Bent to tho nearest Prussian outposts un- 
til four days later. Neither ttisinnrck, 
Von Hoon nor Von Moltko was caught 
napping either literally sr metaphorically. 
On tho contrary, they were arranging 
even before Franco voted Its fateful decla- 
ration to make war inevitable. France de- 
clared war, but It was Bismarck who 
forced her to do It, and both Von Moltko 
and Von Roon wero in tho gamo from 
which the king of Prussia was excluded, 
for ho was not let Into it until it was too 
lato for him to undo what they had done. 
Nor did Von Moltko issue orders at tho 
outset which made Sedan inevitable. Tho 
most he did, as bo tolls us himself, was to 
make plnns in advance against every con- 
ceivable hypothesis of French invasion of 
Germany. Tho first position ho took up 
was that of* observation in order that 
Franco might not by a sudden rush sepa- 
rate north and south Germany. 


"When he found tho French wore unequal 


to invading Germany, he turned the tables 
on them. Ho could not foresee Sedan at 
the outset of tho war, for the simple reason 
that he could not foresee that SlacMfthon 
would let go his hold on tho road to Paris 
and start oil on that attempt to relieve 
Motz which ended at Sedan. Von Moltko 
candidly admits in his books on the war 
that ho was puzzled fcy tho French move- 
ments because they were so obviously 
wrong as to awaken his suspicion, and 
that he was at fault in not pushing 
straight through tho Vosgos, Whose passes 
tho French did not even attempt to de- 
feud. He did not anticipate that these 
gateways would be left unguarded and 
lost time in working around the moun- 
tains in consequence. 


Von Moltko's books are those of n frank 


man who tolls what ho did. Possibly if 
they were read more some of those who 
arc forever comparing our operations with 
those of Germany in 1870 would know 
better than to set lip tho great strategist 
as performing impossibilities. Von Molfcku 
himself found it hard to stamp out all the 
absurd variations of his achievements that 
wcame current in Qermany. Ho was 
once, as be has told us, invited to a privato 
view of a picture representing the council 
if war. before Sndowa, in which he was 
jroupod with other historical personages. 
lo complimented the painter on his skill 
end dryly added that the picture was ef- 
ectlve despite the fact that no such coun- 
cil was held.-—Boston Transcript;.

There are few, if 


any, closed cabs in Havana

the latter of which are peculiar and are 
to be found only in Cuba 
A few tliou 


sand of these vehicles are to be found 
about the piincipal streets and around 
the public plazas or parks 
The fares 


are very low and the cabmen have con 
sciences 
They are not in the habit of 


drmng around one block half a dozen 
tunes and then demanding a large fee 
The visitor arranges with one of them 
and under the shade of the top of 
the victoria he is taken through the city 
where the more important sights are to 
be seen 


The horses used in these conveyances 


are native animals and aie very small 
Whit they lack in size they make up 
m steadiness and strength 
They aie 


dm en at a rapid rate over the slimy 
stieets and it is wonderful how seldom 
they lose their footing 
They never 


seem to tire 
They are apparently just 


as fresh in the evening after a long 
journey through the hot sun as they 
were in the morning when they started 
out The drivers like then animals are 
undersized and they too have wonder- 
ful powers of endurance 


While the victories are like the small 


secured on a heavy axle Ihe back ot 
the body is fastened to the axle by two 
large springs, while in front it is at- 
tached to the shafts by means of stiaps 
Fiom the top of the body Is suspended 
an apron to keep out the eun 
The 


shafts are about 20 feet long 
Two 


horses are generally used tp draw the 
carriage—one between the shafts the 
other outside and fastened to the wagon 
by ropea

The hotels of Havana are as good as 


anj in the West Indies They are bup 
plied with everything needful lor the 
comfort of the guests 
The one pe 


culiauty about them is the windows 
but this does not refer to the hotels 
alone 
They are near the ceiling and 


are small and screened with heavy bars 
of iron No one knows why this is done 
except it be to keep the guests from 
dropping their trunks to the ground and 
taking French leave ' If the city were 
as clean as the hotels it would indeed 
be a model place of residence but un- 
fortunately little thought seems to be 
given to the streets ivhich are filthy 
except a few of the more important 
ones 


A short distance from the hotels is the 


cathedral where the bones of Colum- 
bus found their resting pUce after be-

El Prado Is the finest street In Cuba. 


It la very wide and well paved In the 
center drive and at the junction with 
other streets are to be found beautiful 
statuary. Alone the v\alks and drive- 
ways are the finest palms and tropical 
plants on the Island The street la two 
miles long and Is far superior to many 
to be found In the larger cities of the 
north It is to Havana what Fifth ave- 
nue Is to New York 


The Plaza de Toros, where the famous 


bullfights take place Is almost In the 
center of the town it Is a large olreu-- 
lar wooden building and 10 as repulsive 
in appearance as is the 'amusement" 
that is carried on inside ot It 


The old portion of the city, where 


most of the business Is carried on has 
narrow and dirty streets Obispo is the 
mam business thoroughfare Here is ev- 
ery kind of store from the small stand 
of the natfye, where ^souvenirs of the 
city and island * are Bold, to the large 
places where one can get anything from 
dry goods to machinery 


Business is carried on during the 


morning and late afternoon The clerks 
stand around smoking cigarettes and 
even when attending to the wants of 
customers carry lighted cigars and cig- 
ai ettea It seems that everybody in 
Havana smokes from the child to the 
oldest inhabitant whether it be man or 
woman It is not an infrequent sight to 
see old women with large bundles on 
their heads going along the street with 
big black cigars m their mouths while 
little children scarcely able to walk will 
be found puffing away at the fragrant 
weed which seems almost to grow wild 
Havana is the center of the tobacco in 
dustry and is filled with, cigar factories 
in which the majoiity of the population 
find employment 


Theie is no rattling of milk cans or 


the squawking of peddlers in the streets 
to disturb the slumbers of the weary 
Neither are there any fruit stands to 
take up portions of the sidewalks 
Ev- 


erybody apart from the storekeepers, 
who has anything to sell carries his 
wares on horseback It Js not uncom 
mon to see in the early morning ped- 
dlers driving from eight tQ ten horses 
along the streets The beasts are cov-

not been In cold storage for several 
months before they are brought out for 
sale 


Poultry placed In crates on the backs 


of horses la brought to the city eveiy 
day 
All you have to do Is to make 


your selection from among the lot and 
they are killed for you 
Occasionally 


one of the crates will break and the 
chickens get out Then there Is a scram- 
ble to capture them 
The small boy 


w ho like his parents Is lazy, gets some 
energy into him 
He leaves his resting 


place in some cool shaded spot and 
starts on a chase after the chickens but 
not sad to relate for the purpose of re 
turning them to their owner 
The Cu- 


ban boy is fond of poultry, especially if 
he can get it for nothing 
When such 


an accident does occur the owner keeps

The pedd ers do a thriving business

Another quaint feature of Havana 


life Is the Chinese merchant 
There are 


many of them 
They go through the 


streets canymg large palm leaf baskets 
suspended from a long pole which they 
carry over their shoulders 
They sell 


their wares as do the natives by going 
from house to house There are num 
bers of Chinese employed in the large 
cigar factories and on the plantations 
that dot the surrounding country 


While Havana has many interesting 


sights^ there are a number to be found 
In the country a few miles out 
The 


valley of the Yumuri is a paradise 
It 


is situated between two high hills and 
is covered with sugar and tobacco plan 
tations while in the hills is to be found 
Bome of the finest Iron ore in the world 
The famous Bellamar caves are In the 
Yumuri and are well worth a visit 


The most comfortable way to get to 


them is in a volante although a rail 
road reaches them 
The road however 


is like many things to be found in Cuba 
—it is primitive in the extreme 
Ar 


old wood burning locomotive and a car 
that saw its best days many years ago 
comprise the equipment To go by rail 
means not only a shaking up but the 
chances of losing an eye or two by the 
cinders thrown from the w ids mouthed 


•City that is not Spanish The customs 
of the Spamaids and the peculiarities 
of the natives go to make up the inter 
estins things that strike the visitor 
from the north At every turn he finds 
something new to him from the man- 
ner in which the place is governed to 
the methods employed by the native 
faimeis who flock into the city every 
moinmg to bell their wares 


With the exception of a few modern 


buildings and the dirty streets Havana 
is different m every wayfrom the larger 
cit es of the United States and while 
it crntams or did contain more than 
2^0 000 ml abitants before the war it Is 
In a primitive state so far as improve- 
ments are concerned 
There are few 
Targc and imposing buildings in the 
place What the city lacks however in 
inodLrn structures it makes up in a 
number of building"* that were con 
structed early m the sixteenth century 
Each of th"se has an interesting hlsto 
ry. Ihe city in itself Is imposing and 
it Is well worth visiting The sights will 
leave a lasting impression especially 
thosq to be found in the country jus,t 
outside of the corporate limits 


The visitors first view of the city is 


not obtimed until the steamer points 
bar bow into the biy from the sea The 
vtatti outside of the harbor is rough and

taken there for needed repairs and also 
to replenish their supplies of provisions 
ai d coal v, itaout crossing tho ocean to 
one of the home stations 


TheHispano-American war taught th« 


government many things Among them 
was the necessity of having a larga 
number of coaling and supply station* 
distributed about the world It has been 
demonstrated that .theso stations, with) 
a growing navy are Just as essential aa 
the powerful ships that carry the star* 
and stripes Into the remote parts ot the 
world 
It was at the beginning ot tho 


war that the authorities were confront- 
ed with the needs of these stations. 
Since then many ports that were for- 
merly under control of Spain have fall- 
en into the possession ot the United 
States 


The harbpr to *e Improved is almost 


In the center of the Pacific ocean be- 
tween the equator and the tropic of 
Capricorn and is most admirably situ- 
ated and equipped for the uses to which 
it is to be put It Is on one of the group 
of Samoan islands and is conceded to be 
one of the best natural harbors in th« 
(vorld 


The harbor In question is Pango Pan. 


go It Js about 2 000 miles south south- 
west from Hawaii and about 3 500 miles 
east from the Philippines both of which 
places recently came under the Stan 
and stripes one by the victory ot Ad- 
miral Bewey the other by annexation 


Little is known of the Samoan islands, 


and few people are aware of the fact 
that Uncle Bam had stretched his arms 
so far beyond the borders of his home 
country It has been knonn for many 
years that the stars and stripes have 
flow n over a portion of the frozen north, 
but it was not known that in a land of 
continual summer and ever blooming 
flowers the flag was also to be found 
The islands like the climate and sur- 
roundings have had a peaceful exist- 
ence and only during the last 50 years 
have they been brought into any promu 
nence This was caused by some of the 
more civilized nations reaching out their 
always greedy hands to take from the 
weak. Ihey, however, were called to a 
halt 


Uncle Sam did not use his power to 


get possession of the harbor which is 
now to be put to use as a na^ al station 
It was given to the government by tha 
natives who have always been on the 
most friendly terms with the United 
States Early in 1872 Commodore Rich- 
ard W Meade (afterward rear admiral 
and since deceased) visited the islands 
He entered Pango Pango harbor and 
was impressed with its natural sur- 
roundings and its value as a naval sup- 
ply station 
The channels are deep 


enough toadmit the largest vessel, while 
the high hills which surround it make 
it a safe haven from the storms that 
sometimes rage in the southern Pacific 
The harbor possesses many advantages 
over that of Apia and the others in the 
14 islands that make up the group It 
is on one of the direct routes between 
the United States and Australia The 
island contains about 50 square miles, 
and the population of Pango Fango is 
about 400 Negotiations were entered 
into bet* een the United States govern- 
ment and the natives and the narboB 
was turned over to us Robert Louia 
Stevenson made his home on one of the 
islands and ne was right when he &ai& 
it was the paradise of the worid 


The islands are of volcanic forma*
